Senator Booth, in his vory elo- 


(|uoat effort upon Ms resolutions, 
very truthfully suggests that the 
reason for excluding a postmaster 
from the position of n Presidential 
Eloutor bas by custom and a change 
in conditions of parties ceased to be 
of -utiility. This, however, does not 
do away with the constitutional pro- 
vision, nor does it give tho Congress 
any power over the question. As 
Lab been said by one of large ex- 
perience in onr national affairs, if 
there \vas any ono thing sought by 
tho itdinois of the Constitution to 
flimrcl against, it -nas congressional 
interference iu the election o£ Pres- 
ident. And to such an extent did 
they cany this intent that a Sena- 
tor or liepiesontative in Congress 
(no matter ivhut his -worth or ability 
or patriotism) was in terms rendered 
ineligible as elector. If they were 
not eligible as- electors, how can it 
bo contended that they may us a 
body or otherwise control the elec- 
toral vote? If it had been so nn- 
derotooJ, tbo question might easily 
have been placed beyond cavil by 
provision for Congress to enquire 
into the qualifications of persons 
chosen as electors, and, if ineligi- 
ble, reject them; or that Congress 
might for any other cause go behind 
tlw ictnrns. But such is not the 
fact.
